G.S.R. 271.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by die proviso to the sub-section (I) of section 594 
of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 erf 1956) and ill 
partial modification of the Notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Company Law Administration) No, S.R.O. 3216, 
dated the 4th October, 1957 (hereinafter referred

SUPREME COURT OF INDIA 
New Delhi, the 17th June, 1997 

G.S.R. 272.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Article 145 of the Constitution and all other 
powers enabling it in this behalf, the Supreme Court 
hereby makes, with the approval of the President, 
the following rules further to amend the Supreme 
Court Rules, 1966, namely :— 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Supreme- 
Court (First Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of (heit publication in the Official Gazette- 

2. In the Supreme Court Rtiles, 1966—In rule 1 
of Order XVI, the word “leave” appearing after the 
wprd ‘Where* and before the words “to appeal” in 


die first line be substituted by the words “certifi¬ 
cate of fitness”. 

3. In Order XVI, the existing Rule 4(1) be sub¬ 
stituted by the following : 

“4. (a) The petition for seeking special leave 
to appeal (SLP) filed before the Court, 
under Article 136 of the Constitution shall 
be in Form No. 28 appended to the rules. 
No separate application fori interim relief 
need be filed. Interim prayer if any should 
be incorporated in Form No. 28. 

(b) Alongwith the petition, list of dates in 
chronological order with relevant material 
facts or events pertaining to each of the 
dates shall be furnished. 

(c) SLPs shall be confined only to the plea¬ 
dings before the Court|Tribunal whbse 
order is challenged. However, the petitioner 
respondent, and with leave to the Court 
urge additional grounds at the time of 
hearing. 

(d) (i) The petitioner may produce copies 
of such petition [documents which are part 
of the record in the case before the 
Court | Tribunal below if and to the ex¬ 
tent necessarv to answer, the question of 
law arising for consideration in the 
petition or to make out the grounds 
urged in the S.L.P., as Anhcxures to the 
petition—numbering them as Annexurc 
1, 2, 3 and so on. 

(ii) If the petitioner wants to produce any 
document which was not part of the 
records in the Court below he shall make 
a separate application stating the reasons 
for not producing it in the CourtjTri- 
bunal below and the necessity for its 
production in the Court and seek leave 
of the Court for producing such addi¬ 
tional documents. 

(e) Every petition shall be supported by the 
affidavit of the petitioners or one of the peti¬ 
tioners as the case may be or by any per¬ 
son authorised by the petitioner in which 
the deponent shall state that the facts 
stated in the petition are true and the state¬ 
ment of dates and facts furnished along 
with the SLP are true to h s knowledge 
and|or information and belief. 

(f) The papers of the S.L.P. shall be arranged 
in the following order: 

(i) List of dateS in terms of clause (b) of 
Sub-rdle (1). 

(ii) Certified copies of the judgment and 
order against winch the leave to appeal 
is sought for; 

(iii) The special leave petition in the pres¬ 
cribed Form No. 28, 

(iv) Annexures, if anv, filed alongwith the 
SLP. 
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(g) If notice ,s ordered ou the special leave 
petition, the petitioner should take steps 
to jcrve the notice on the respondent. 

Provided in the case of a special leave 
petition against an interlocutory order, the 
notice may be served on tire advocate 
appearing for the party in the Court|Tri- 
butial aga-nst whose order the leave to 
appeal is sought for.” 


4. In order XVI, the following be introduced as 
proviso to Rule II. 

“Provided that if 'he respondent had been served 
with the notice in lire .Special Leave Peti¬ 
tion or had filed caveat or had taken notice, 
no further notice is required after the 
lodging of the appeal." 

5. In Order XVI, after Rule 12, the following be 
introduced as Rule 13: — 

“13 (l) Respondent to whom a notice in a 
special leave petition is issued or who had 
filed a caveat shall be entitled to oppose 
the grant of leave or interim orders, with¬ 
out filing any written objections. He shall 
also be at liberty to file his objections but 
shall do so only by setting out the grounds 
in opposition to the questions of law or 
grounds set out in the SLP and may pro¬ 
duce such pleadings and documents filed 
before the CodrtjTribunal against whose 
order the SLP is hied and shall also set 
out the grounds for not granting interim 
order or for vacating interim order if 
already granted. 

(2) No separate application for vacating in¬ 
terim order need be filed, The respon¬ 
dent shall howover be at liberty to file 
application for vacating stav separately 
before or after filing objections, 

(31 (a) Where any statement of objection is 
filed by the respondent, it shall supposed 
by an affidavit of the paity or any person 
authorised by him verifying to the 
correctness of the statements made there¬ 
in and also to the effect that nnnexures 
produced arc the true copies of the ori¬ 
ginals which formed part of record in ibe 
court below. 

(b) Tf respondent wants to produce any 
document which was not part of the re¬ 
cord in the Court below he shall file 
an application seeking permission of the 
Court to produce such documents setting 
out the reason as to why it was not 
produced in the Court helow as also 
the necessity of producing it before the 
Court. 

(41 The respondent may. if cons : dc.red neces¬ 
sary. file additional fist of dates with ma¬ 
terial facts in addition to those furnished 
bv the petitioners if he cnnvders Ihnt Ihe 
list of dates and facts filed bv the petitioner 
is inaccurate or incomplete.”
